Official German agents to this 
country have also contributed fi- 
nancial aid to this news service.—

Unpaid wages amounting to $53,- 
536 were recovered in January, H. 
C. Carrasco, state labor commis- 
sioner, reported today. This is an 
increase of approximately 53 per 
cent over collections for January

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The executive council of the 
American Federation of Labor de- 
cided not to press for amendments 
to the fair labor standards act of 
1938, William Green, president of 
the A. F. of L., announced. The de- 
cision followed a conference with 
Col. Philip B. Fleming, wage-hour 
administrator. 

The A. F. of L. has some amend- 
ments which it will ultimately put 
forward, but it does not wish to do 
so at this time because of the na- 
tional defense emergency, Mr. 
Green said. 

The executive council's confer- 
ence with Colonel Fleming, ac- 
cording to Mr. Green, was explora- 
tory. The administrator, he added, 
wished to lay before the council 
developments of the last year in 
order that organized labor might 
work out a future program re-' 
specting the wages and hours law. 
Congress May Pass 
Amendment 

As a result of the conference, 
Mr. Green declared, the A. F. of L. 
was convinced that “clarifying” 
amendments to the wages and 
hours law would have to be passed 
ultimately by congress. 
amendments would, he _ stated, 
specifically define what is meant; 
by “service” industries, confer | 
power on the administrator to give 
advisory opinions to employers, de- 
fine more specifically intrastate 
and interstate industries, give more 
adequate protection to employers |

and fix a statute of limitations for 
the inauguration of suits against 
employers. 

The definition of “service” indus- 
tries in the act is broad, Mr. Green 
continued, and there is a twilight 
zone between those engaged in 
these industries in interstate and 
in intrastate commerce. These in- 
dustries are exempted under the 
law, and the amendment will seek 
to settle clearly which establish- 
ments and industries are “service” 
and which are not. 

Mr. Green also pointed out that 
corporations in clothing and other 
industries now set up state sub- 
sidiaries to manufacture for state 
sale and compete with companies 
engaged in interstate commerce. 
While the state subsidiaries are ex- 
,empted under the act, companies 
engaged in interstate commerce 


‘are covered, he added, and this has | 


given rise to unfair competition. 

Speaking for the executive coun- 
cil, Mr. Green lauded the work of | 
‘Colonel Fleming’s division, saying | 
jthat it was “one of the government 
;departments we feel is doing an ex- 
;cellent piece of work, applying the 
law in a way that is satisfactory

Pay Study Unit Named 
For Shirt Industry 


Appointment of a committee to 
investigate and recommend a new 
minimum wage for the men’s 
shirts, single pants and allied gar- 
ments industry was announced by 
Col. Philip B. Fleming, administra- 
tor of the wage and hour division, 
United States department of labor. 

Workers in this industry are 
covered by the apparel wage order 
now in effect requiring payment of 
at least 32% cents an hour except 
in the manufacture of men’s wash- 
able service garments and of single 


pants not 100 per cent cotton. The! 
apparel wage order requires pay-' 


ment of at least 35 cents an hour, 
for the first and 37% cents an hour 
for the second.

Angered by Frankfurter 
Decision, He Broadcasts 
New Plans to Annoy Unions 


It is only a week since the su- 

preme court ruled that labor dis- 

|putes are exempt from prosecution 

under the Sherman anti-trust law, 

but that decision has already pro- 

duced two far-reaching results: 

1—Federal courts this week 

began throwing out other cases 
in which Thurman Arnold, 
assistant attorney general, 
sought to put a straitjacket on 
unions by waging legal war on 
them. A conspicuous example 
was the quashing of an indict- 
men against the longshoremen 
by a New York court. 


2—Angered by these blows to 
his schemes, Arnold turned 
from the courts and began to 

“try” his labor cases in the 

newspapers and before Senator 

Joseph C. O’Mahoney’s monop- 

oly investigating committee. 

In testimony before the commit- 
tee, and in public statements, Ar- 
nold outdid such anti-union col- 
umnists as David Lawrence in his 
intemperate charges that organized 
labor is guilty of “economic evils.”

Employment for 6,214,490 persons 
was provided by retail trade in 
1939 according to an announcement 
by Vergil D. Reed, acting director 
of the census. Of this number, 3,- 
730,932 were full time employes, 
869,885 were part-time employes 
and 1,613,673 were active proprie- 
tors of unincorporated businesses. 

Pay roll totaled $4,529,499,000 for 
full-time and part-time employes, 
not including compensation of pro- 
prietors and firm members. Of 
this pay roll, $4,210,768,000 went to 
full-time employes, and $318,731,000 
to parttime employes. Pay roll in- 
cludes wages, salaries, sales com- 
missions and bonuses, and the total 
paid in 1939 is equivalent to $1,129 
for each full-time employee and 
$366 for each of those working part 
time.
